Mr. Richard K. Fox Offers a Diamond- 
- Studded Medal for a Contest. 





FRENCH SAVATE VS. AMERICAN BOXING. 





Americans Think a Quick and Shifty Pugilist Can Beat 
the Cleverest Frenchman. 





The recent contest between Charlemont, the cham- 
pion savate of France, and “Jerry” Driscoll, the cham- 
pion boxer of the English navy, in Paris, bus created a 
tremendous amouut of iuterest, and although Charle- 
mont put Driscoll out of the fight by jolting him in the 
groin with his knee, the result is not considered as de- 
cisive in favorofthe kicker. Asa matter of tact, the 
contest proved nothing, because, perhups, no rules to 
govern such a contest have yet been drawn up. The 
rules agreed upon by the two men who figured in the 
Paris contest were very brief and were to this effect: 
Four-ounce gloves, walking boots for the Freuch- 
man, without nails, two-minute rounds, with gne min- 
ute intervals, ten rounds to be fought, the one knocked 
down to be counted out in ten seconds, 

The finish was an unsatisfactory one, aad g® s00n as 
the news reached this country, ‘‘Kid” McOoy sent an 
insmediate challenge to the Frenchman to meet bim 
in Paris during the Exposition. Charlemont said he 
would engage in no more contests, and would consider 
no Challenges. 

A meeting between McCoy and any expert savatier 
would undoubtedly prove interesting, and in order to 
encourage what is undeniably good and legitimate 
sport, Me Richard K Fox proposes to have a bhand- 
some diamond medal made, worth about $600, which 
he will give to the winner of a savate-boxing contest. 
This will undoubtedly be something of an incentive for 
the men on the other side of the water. The trophy, 
when won, will carry with it the ‘Police Gazette’’ in- 
ternational savate-boxing championship, 

Tne PoLice GAZErTEs, as usual, takes the lead in 
affairs of « sporting character, and everything possible 
will be done by the leading sporting paper in 
the world to make such a match aid bring it 
to a successful conclusion. 

The diamond medal will be well worth 
trying for and the fact that it is given by Mr. 
Richard K. Fox is sufficient announcement 
that it will be a trophy of great value. The 
match, however, must be made at the PoLICE 
GaZETTsE office and the medal must be 
specified in the articles, 

McCoy, who is willing to meet Charlemont, 
or any other boxer of the savate school, for 
$5,000 a side, bas posted $1,000 with 
George Considine, but is under the impres- 
sion that the Frenchman is afraid to meet 
him. In a recent interview he said: 

“The savate method of fighting is not new 
tome. When I was in Johannesburg, South 
Africa, in 1896, there were Frenchmen there 
who were savate fighters. ‘They occasionally 
came to my rooms, where I was teaching 
boxing, and I would put on the gloves with 
them and let them use their feet. They were 
very clever at their particular style of fight- 
ing, but they could never bother me a little 
bit If I should make a match with a 
sivate fighter my plan of fightingina general way 
would be feints. 

“On the wayto England from Johannesburg, in 
1897, there was a Frenchman on the steamer who 
claimed to be a professional savate fighter. I oflered 
to bet him $5,000 that I could defeat him, I to use 
only my hands, We posted £10 for a match for £500 
a side, the forfeit to hold good until we reached Loa- 
don, when a larger amount was to be posted. When 
we arrived in London the Frenchman disappeared. I 
have not seen him since, but I collected his £10,” 

In this country the general impression prevajls that 
the men who fight with their handsand feet would be 
no match for a good shifty boxer. 

“The best evidence in the world,” said “Biljy’ Ed- 
wards, the old-time lightweight, the other day, “‘that 
gloved fistscan triumph over the French unegthod is 
that Driscoll had no trouble in punching Charlemont 
at will. Had Driscoll been a true exponent of the new 
mode of attack there would have been no question 
raised regarding afoul. Had he been clever and light 
on his feet Charlemont never would have reached him 
as he did at the end with a kick that doubled him up 
and raised a doubt as to where he was struck. 

“T consider Charlemont a wise man in refusing Mc- 
Coy’s challenge, in which the Kid agreed to use only 
his hands, while Charlemont was privileged to use 
both feet and hands. McCoy is a boxer who could 
feintthe French champion into making kicks that 
would cause exhaustion without once having landed. 

“Another point that might be raised about Charle- 
mont’s refusal to fight again is that he was punched 
good and hard by Driscoll, and,in my opinion, a 
French fighter does not relish such blows. The French 
are fast on their feet—in fact, they are more lively in 
that respect than with their hands, and as a conse- 
quence they believe that they can easily vanquish all 
opponents. As a matter of fact. the only dexterity 
with which the French are credited as to their hands 
is in duelling or pistol shooting. When it comes to a 
display as to what we call the manly art they are 
sadly lacking.’’ 

John L, Suilivan saw a fight between a sivatier and 








a boxer phile he was in Paris waling to meet 
“Charley” Mitchell. The boxer was ‘‘Jim’’ Kendrick, 
an English welterweight, and he put his opponent out 
of the game with a punch in thejaw. He is of the 
opinion that the boxer is the best of the two. 

“In a rough-and-tumble encounter,” says Walter 
De Baun, Jr., ex amateurchampionot America, ‘with 
the contestan's close together, the one who uses his 
feet is liable tocome outon top. Butina ring, where 
the two styles of fighting are known and expected, the 
American method mustat all times triumph, unless 
the opponent who uses his glove! band is big, fat and 
stout, and slow on his feet, unable to discern quickly 
what his adversary is about to do. 

“With a figbter clever, like McCoy, there is not the 
least possible chauce of Charlemont whipping him. 






























securely strapped. It iscailed a chausson, meaning “a 
sock,’ and the Frenchman prefers to use that ex pres- 
sion, There have been many changes tn the art since 
Frenchmen began to kick each other with such old 
shoes a8 might come to hand, 

On their hands the fighters wear gloves resembling 
those employed in the American and English prize 
rings, except that the gauntiets are attached. Fighters 
generally wear trousers of some light material, resem- 
bling fine duck. As the blows are delivered the 
trousers brush each other an! make a slight rubbing 
noise, which accentuates the various movements. 

The savate hus been developed—like boxing—year 
by year, until now it is a combination of bewildering 
hows, pusses and switt uppercuts which would dazzle 
auy novice, 

One of the first things to learn is the coup de savate, 
or Just an ordinary kick with the toe. It is generally 
aimed at the shin of the opponent, The blow is par- 
ried by springing forward and stiiking the man who 
has designs on your shin in the side of the head or by 
throwing him back by flinging up your fout. 

The most serviceable kick is known as the coup de 
fanc. It way be aimed at the side, chest or the tuce, 
and is delivered with the heel. Then there is the coup 
devache—the cow's kick—which is done by quickly re- 
placing the forward with the rear foot, and then kick- 
lug with the foremost so the heel strikes first.

Take a boxer in our own country, who, unable to de- 
liver a quick blow from the elbow, uses a tull arm 
swing, and he will almost invariably get the worst of it 
against what we call cleverness. The minute the 
fighter draws back his arm for a swing he starts to cre- 
ate a motion so great that his opponent, if gifted with 
any agility whatever or quickness of perception, can 
instantly draw back or side step, thus escaping the 
blow.” 

The majority of Frenchmen, on the other hand, favor 
the kicker when it comes to a contest. ‘There is no 
question but that the savate professors are very expert 
with their feet. Some ot them are so clever they can 
knock the ashes from a cigarette in a man’s mouth 
with one Kick, and with another send the cigarette 
flying. 

The French fighter is the only man in the world who 
legitimately uses his feet in a contest with au adver- 
sary. 

Boxing with the feet and hands has been carried to a 
high state of perfection by some Frevch masters of the 
art. The training requires not only great strength and 
endurance but all the grace aud skill of stage dancers. 
Every mnscle in the human frame is brought into ex- 
ercise. Boxing, fencing, football and more are com- 
bined in this intricate method of offence and defence. 

As far as the courtesies of the ring are concerned, 
the savate matches have about the same rules as con- 
tests fought under the regulations which bear the name 
of the Marquis of Queensberry. When two French- 
men come out to fi:ht with their hands and their feet 
they first bow profoundly to eaci: other, raise the right 
hand above their heads, shake hands gracefully and 
then retire to get within good kicking and striking dis- 
tance. 

Savate means “an old shoe,’ but the feet of the 
French fighters are encased in a buskin or light shoe,

“Talk about the crime of to-day,” said the old New 
York police sergeant, as he sat behind the desk, “why 
it isn’t a marker to what it used to be years ago when I 
was « patrolman doing river duty.

“For that little trick [ was in bed just ten days, and 
when 1 came out to report for duty I wasn’t any too 
strong. ButI took things easy, with the help of the 
captain, until 1 wasn’t long that I was all right again. 

“One day while I was patroling my beat on Green- 
wich street I noticed a fellow following in the wake of 
a produce wagon on its way tothe market. Quick asa 
wink he grabbed a tub of butter from the back otf the 
wagon and started on a run for the sidewalk. I chased 
him. He ran into a barroom two or three doors below 
Spring street, on Greenwich, [was about six feet be- 
hind him when he gotin. Running behind the bar he 
tumbled, buttertub and all, down a trapdoor that the 
barkeeper had opened forhim. And I after him. I 
had no sooner got on my feet at the bottom than he 
stopped and half threw, halfrolled the tubatme.

FACTS WHICH WILL SRTTLE MANY 


ARGUMENTS. 





How Sharkey Forced the Fighting at the Beginning---Jeffries Recovered Lost 
Ground at the End---When the Conflict Was Hardest. 





So many arguments, based upon incidental happen- 
ings during the fight between “Jim” Jeffries and 
*Tom” Sharkey at Coney Island on Nov. 3, are liable 
to arise that the PoLICE GAZETTE, to mcilitate the set- 
tlement of all questions and disputes, has had prepared 
a specially written detailed description of each round 
as it occurred: 

Round 1—Sharkey led swinging left and right for the 
face. Jeffries drew away and laughed. Jeffries came 
in and planted his right on the body, Sharkey clinched; 
they parted immediately. Sharkey rusbed, trying with 
his left, and was met with a heavy left swing that 
steadied him and sent his head back. He stood away 
for @ moment and sparred cautiously, Then he rushed, 
swinging left and right for the head, 

Jeftries danced out of harm’s way. Jeffries stepped 
in and placed his right on the ribs; he smothered a 
right counter from the sailor and clinched. Sharkey 
s\ ung left and right, missing with both and sending 
Jeffries back to the ropes. ‘Thesallor tried again in the 
same mauner; Jeffries ducked and they clinched in 
mid-ring. 

Sharkey’s right eye was reddened from the left- 
band punch he got. Sharkey feinted and then swung 
his left. The blow caught Jeffries in the hollow of the 
neck. Jeffries met him the next time as he came in, 
the big fellow’s left taking Sharkey on the mouth, 

Round 2—Jeftries came forward in a crouching posi- 
tion, Sharkey rushed to meet him, swinging left and 
right. The blows went over “Jef?’s’’ shoulder and they 
clinched. Sharkey rushed again; ‘‘Jefi” wet him with 
a straight left on the face and carried him back to the 
corner, placing him on his haunches. The crowd 
cheered. 

When Sharkey arose he went in again and ran 
against another left hand. He danced back and poked 
out his tongue at the big fellow; Sharkey was hitting 
short and trying to use his right in the clinches, for 
which he was hissed. “Jeff’? caught him some heavy 
heart punches as the sailor rushed. 

There was a spell of cautious sparring, Jeffries 
crouching and Sharkey standing away and breaking 
with his mouth open, ‘Jeff’ stabbed Sharkey in the 
mouth with the left. The sailor rushed, missed with 
lis left, but caught Jeffries with the right on the ear in 
the breakaway. It was a good punch, Sharkey 
rushed into another clinch and used his right on the 
ribs. They were fighting fiercely now. In one clinch 
“Jeff” caught Sharkey a hard smash with the right on 
the ear and forced hin back into his corner. 

Round 38—Jeftries came out of his corner crouching. 
He met Sbarkey’s rus! with the left on ear, and the 
sailor was short with both gloves. ‘Jeff’? caught 
Sharkey with the left on tie chin as he ducked, Shar- 
key clincned and made a vain attempt to use the right 
on the jaw. A Jeft lead from Sharkey resulted in an- 
otherclinch aud the boilermaker beffled the sailor’s 
rigitt-lhand attempts again. 

‘Twice Sbarkey ran full tilt against smashing lefts. 
He stood away tothink it over. Jeftries was smiling 
in a selt-satisfied way. Jeffries stepped in aud planted 
the right with great force onthe heart. ‘They clinched. 
A rush from Sharkey proved futile so far as well de- 
livered blows were concerned. 

Sharkey began to duck in aconfused way. Twice, 
when he rushed, Jeffries steadied him with crushing 
right-hand body blows. The sailor winced visibly, He 
clinched and fumbled Jeffries on the back of the head 
inafteeble way. They were holding to each other as 
thegong rang. i 

Round 4—Sharkey was not so quick to rush this 
time, When he did his double-handed «ttempt simply 
resuke!inaclinch, After the break Jeffries crouched 
and laughed. Sharkey ducked the left, went in and 
landed « het right under Jeffries’ heart. A left lead 
from Sharkey ended in another hugging match. 

Sharkey fumbled a lead and left himself thoroughly 
at Jeftries’ mercy, Jeffries overlooking the opening. 
Sharkey was looking serious and Jeffries was grinning. 
Several times Sharkey’s leads were blecked, and he 
looked like a child as he tumbled into the big feliow’s 
arms. 

Round 5—Directly the gong sounded Sharkey came 
out of bis coner ou a spriut aud just grazed the cham- 
pion’s lips with a left hander. He also lauded the right 
on Jeffries’ neck. They clinched. After breaking 
away Jeffries rushed and sent terrific right hand blows 
to the body twice in succession, sending Sharkey to the 
ropes and forcing the sailor to clinch. On the break- 
away Sharkey delivered a terrific blowon the body 
which made J-ftries grunt, They mixed it up several 
times after this, during which Sharkey scored heavily 
several times with the left on the body with. force. 
Jeffries was not so successtul in getting home his 
blows. Atthe conclusion of the round Brady, on be- 
half of Jeffries, said that Sharkey had hit Jeffries con- 
trary to the rules, and calling Siler over, claimed a foul 
on behalfofthe champion. ‘The referee, however, re- 
fused to take cognizance of the claim. 

Round 6—Wheu the round opened Jeffries rushed 
and sent a hard leftto the body. Sharkey countered 
with a hard leftswing on the chin, which shook the 








champion up considerably. Jeftries replied with a ter- 
rific right over the heart, and for bis pains received « 
vigorous swing on the jaw. The blow weakened Jet- 
fries considerably and he clinched. After this the 
charopion repeatedly rested on the sailor, and had to 
be drawn away by the referee. The sailor, who was at 
his man all the while, landed repeatedly on the body 
and head. Sharkey was the fresher of the pair when 
the bell rang. 

Round 7—Jefiries opened the round with a stiff right 
over the heart. Sharkey replied with a righton the 
ribs. He followed this with a smart lett on the jaw, 
and just missed Jeffries’ jaw with the right. Sharkey 
was very aggressive, and insisted on cutting out the 
pace. He frequently scored with force on the body 
and face. Jeffries tried hard toreturn the blows, but 
rarely reached the objective poiut. He was very tired, 
and in all theclinches rested his weight on the Irish- 
man. Jeffries also held Sharkey in the clinches, and 
the referee on several occasions was compelled to push 
Jeffries away before he would agree to part. Jeffries 
landed only two good blows, aleft on the body and a 
right over the heart. It was Shurkey’s round. 

Round 8—Sharkey opened up briskly in thifround, 
sending ahard left to the body and making Jeffries 
clinch, The champion rested his entire weight on his 
plucky little opponentand the crowd hissed. In a 
warm exchange at close range each scored heavily on 
the bead and body with both hands. One blow, a 
vicious right swing, split Sharkey’s ear and caused the 
blood to flow freely. A clinch followed the nux up, 
On the breakaway Sharkey landed a vicious left swing 
on the jaw, dazing the champion, who clinched and re- 
fused to breuk until the referee pulled him away. Hot 
infighting followed with Sharkey scoring the greater 
numberof blows. Jeffries was very weary when the 
round closed. Sharkey was comparatively fresh. 

Round 9—The sailor kept walking up and letting go 
half-arm punches at face and ribs. Jeffries ducked the 
fucers, but body punches made connections. There 
were signs of fatigue on both sides, but the heavier 
man seemed to be worse off than his opponent. Jeffries 
steadied himself and did gvuod execution with both 
hands, catching Sharkey ov head and ribs as he 
rushed. They were hauling each other at the signal to 
stop fighting. 

Round 10—Jeftries backed to the ropes, but Sharkey 
came athim. Then he stepped in and reached the 
sallor’s ribs with the right. Jeffries ducked a left and 
in a wild clinch rushed Sharkey up against the ropes. 
The men were inclined to hang on and wrestle, and 
the referee separated then) several times. 

Sharkey ducked some left swings neatly,and in the 
fighting that followed reached ‘‘Jefl’s”’ Jaw twice with 
lefts, blows that seemed to hurt. There was clinching 
gulore, and Jeffries overbalanced Sharkey and pushed 
him across the ring whenever the sailor tried to fight 
by holding on. In one piece of close work acut was 
opened at the side of Shurkey’s left eye; it was done 
with a right-hand Jolt. 

Round 11—A bzffied lead from Sharkey and aclinch 
in mid-ring marked the round’s opening. Then Jef- 
fries rushed the sailor across the ring, landing heavily 
with the righton theribs. The sailor tried his hand 
at rushing and went against a leftswing. Inuclinch 
Jeffries rubbed the wound over Sharkey’s eye till it 
bled afresh. Sharkey began trying for the body with 
the left. ‘Jeff’ guarded the mark with his right arm 
and dealt the sailor a couple of jolty lefts on the side of 
the head. “Jeff” got in a heart blow and Sharkey 
just evened matters with a similar punch before 
clinching, 

Jeftries shoved Sharkey back into a corner and 
nearly lifted him from his feet with a hard left on the 
chin. Sharkey lowered his head and made for the 
open ground and Jeffries caught him again with the 
left as he went past. Sharkey’s face was bleeding as 
he went to his corner. 

Round 12—Jeftries was there first with a right over the 
heart as Sharkey came in; this happened twice in suc- 
cession. Sharkey let go a full arm swing with left for 
the head. Jeffries was under it in nimble fashion. 
Saarkey found Jeffries’ forearm again in trying to 
smash the big fellow’s ribs. Sharkey was under a 
stra‘ght left like a flash. Jeffries waited for Sharkey’s 
rush and took him under the heart with the right. 

They exchanged blows, Sharkey scoring with the left 
on the side of the head and Jeffries taking turn about 
at head and body with both left and right. In the 
midst of a fierce rally Jeffries looked across at his cor- 
ner and winked as a signal to his seconds that he was 
holding bisown, After a break Sharkey put in a left 
swing thatsounded as if it had done damage. The 
crowd yelled “Oh!” in unison, but Jeffries exhibited no 
signs of dizzinessin the clinch that followed. They 
fought flercely until the gong separated them, and

Sharkey shook bis bead in an admiring way as he 
strode jauntily to his corner. 

Round 138—Sharkey was first to score, landing a left 
swing on the ear and bemg caught in Jeffries’ arma. 
Jeffries got home with a right blow and had tw accept 
a jolting overband right on the jaw in return. Sharkey 
landed a clean and loud-sounding left on the ear and 
again the crowd yelled. 

Sharkey, in ducking some wicked lefts, seemed to 
butt Jeffries in the body with his head. Jeffries grinned 
and complained to the referee. Sharkey put in « hard 
ieft on the Jaw, and Jeffries’ guard went up when wo 
late. Sharkey missed with another left, and turolag 
on his heel, made use of the pivot biow, catching Jef- 
fries a jarring right-hander on the lower part of the 
face. 

“Jeff’ reached out bis armsand clasped the sailor. 
Both men were tired, but as far as appearances weit 
the sailor was the better of the two, He, brought his 
left twice Into the boilermaker’s stomach, and a right 
cross trom Jeffries brushed the aggressive seaman’s 
right temple. 

Round 14—A glancing blow from Sharkey, and the 
clinching and leaning together began again. Jeffries 
crouched and kept his right poised; he shot it out at 
Sharkey’s ribs, but thesallor turned his elbow to the 
punch, Sharkey had good luck now in catching sev- 
eral of Jeffries’ well meant lefts on his guardarm. 

“They hugged and swayed and hung together and 
Siler pulled them apart fully hait a dozen times. Once 
or twice Jeffries’ head went into chancery and Sharkey 
made vain attempis to uppercut his min, ‘They stood 
close together, Jeffries’ left went over Sharkey’s shoul- 
der and Sharkey sent Jeffries’ head back with his 
punch. They were leauing together with their bodies 
at an avgle when the bell intimated that they might 
take a minute’s rest, 

Round 15—Jeffries came forward half crouching 
and looking at the sallor from beneath his brows. 
Shar.ey rushed and meta hard lefton thechin, The 
biow sent bin staggering back. He came iu again and 
placed his leftou “Jeff's” ear. Again the sailor had 
similar success, At the third attempt Jeffries’ guard 
intercepted the blow. 

Jeftries was on the defensive at this stage. He backed 
around the ring with the sailor in pursuit, Sharkey 
got there three times iu succession with the left, while 
the crowd yelled. ‘Then Jeffries made a stand, his right 
went against Sharkey’s side with trip hammer force. 
The blow scarcely steadied the sailor. 

He came in again and smashed Jeffries on the nose 
with the left. “Jeff's” fuce was covered with blood, 
He huuched his back and waited for the suilor’s rush. 
He got in a blow with the right and Sharkey staggered 
away. ‘The sailor’s setback was ouly momentary. He 
was forcing Jeffries around the ring and punishing him 
when the round ended, 

Round 16—Jefiries began hostilities, but the two 
lefts he tried weit over the sallor’s shoulders. There 
were baffled blows and clinches, and buth overlooked 
chances to score. They leaned on each other near the 
ropes. After that Jeffries scored twice with the left on 
the cheek, but the left-hander he got from Sharkey a 
moment later was wore effective thun both of them, 

Sharkey was rushing, but vot leading; he was guard- 
ing bimself from the big fellow’s biows as he weit in. 
He desired, seemingly, to bustle ‘Jeff’ and tire him. 
While pursuing this course he encountered a right- 
hander that opened the old gush at the side of the eye. 
Just before the gong sounded the brace of tired gladiu- 
tors ducked simultaneously and laid their cheeks to- 
gether. It was a ludicrous movement, but it told all 
too plainly what « hard fight they were having. 

Round 17—Snarkey ducked; they hugged each other 
in the coruer, They broke, and Sharkey landed a brace 
ot telling lefts in the face, getting u forcetul right haud- 
er in the short ribs in exchange, Jeftries crouched now 
in @ tricky way aud waited with arms beut and still, 
‘Tbe satlor lashed out witha left, aud baug went Jef- 
fries right against bis jaw. The blow made Sharkey’s 
head rock, but did not beat him back. 

Jeffries wasiu a corner of the ring, with Sharkey 
standing close, red-faced aud weary looking and unde- 
cided how to make au attack, A hot swing from Shar- 
key went a couple of inches short of Jeffries’ chin, aud 
Jeftries’ curved left janded full in the suailor’s face. 
Sharkey swung his left aud right again, the sailor 
squeezing the boilermaker’s neck and being cautioned 
by the referee, 

Round 18—Sharkey stepped briskly across the ring 
and swung his left; the biow took effect on Jeffries’ 
shoulders. Sharkey got under a left lead and they had 
a bugging match. Then Jeffries ducked a couple of 
lefts froin Sharkey, aclinch following each lead, They 
now wet in foranother exchange of lefts without at- 
tempting to guard. 

Each scored about four blows, and Sharkey changed 
the order of things by clinching. Sharkey dragged 
Jeftries across the floor by the neck, punching him in 
the face the while. Sharkey acted es iftired. He was 
smashed with the left on face and body and kept reach- 
ing out to clinch, 

Round 19—Sharkey feinuted and Jeffries went at bim 
quickly, placing the right on the ribs. Ina rush Shar- 
key got there with the left on the face, “Jef” com- 
plained of a body blow that the sailor gave bim while 
holding on. There were marks of the fray on both 
men. Jeffries’ shoulders were chafed to a blood color 
and his nose seemed to have lost a strip of skin. 
Sharkey’s eye was cut and his left ear looked like a 
small-sized tomato. 

They fought more slowly as if by mutual consent 
Sharkey was the more aggressive of the pair, and Jef- 
fries turned once witha damaging right cross. Jef- 
fries held bis lett at full length, and the sailor bamped 
against ittwice. The sailor was dodging around look- 
ing fora weak spot in Jeffries’ rampart when the bell 
cried « halt. 

Round 20—A cheer went up when the signal board 
flashed out **Round 20.” A great number had evi- 
deutly wagered that the sailor would be on deck at 
that stage of the fizhbt. Each man led and each man 
ducked, and then both lefts landed at the same time. 
Jeffries’ nose was bleeding again, and Sharkey came 
out ofa clinch with gore trickling from his ear. 

Sharkey led with a short left, and overbalauced. 
Jeffries picked him up with a vicious left, which took 
effect under the chin. A hard punch seemed to bright- 
en the sailor more than auything. He wasinlike a 
flash, and he left-hooked Jeffries on the injured: nose. 
“Give it to him, Tom,” shouted somebody, but at that 
stage the “cease firing’ sounded. 

Round 21—It was a glistening, sioppy pair of heavy- 





weights that led and fell together in «a tired way in tbe 
beginaoing of this round, Biows were dealt and blows 
landed, but they seemed to have littie sting when the 
brawn behind them was taken into consideration. 

Ovee Jeffries caught Sharkey fir on the poimtof 
the nose with a left swing, and theeailor scarcely 
winked at the blow. Biuffing was now in order. 
Sharkey held his lef arm out sideways and rigid and 
feinted at his big opponent. They came together in a 
clinch, and cuffed each other playfully around the 
body, laughing the while. 

Round 22—Jeftries led clumsily and Sharkey ducked 
two feet under the attempt. Next time Jeffries caught 
the sallor fair between the eyes. There was little force 
in the blow. But it was different with a left-hander 
that Sharkey managed to place on the bollermaker’s 
ear a second later. They were nodding and “joshing”’ 
each otherand the crowd urged them to doa little 
fighting. 

Sharkey got there with a back-hand blow, and then 
Jeffries uppercut him heavily with the right. The 
crowd roared and Jeffries repeated the trick. Then 
Jefiries was there with a fair right cross, It was an 
exciting moment. The sallor did not stagger or 
wobble, but he seemed listless and the blood pouring 
down bis face gave him a woe-begoue appearance. 

Round 23—Sharkey walked up and swung the right, 
reaching the Jaw heavily. There was cheering now 
from the Sharkey peuple. They clinched and broke 
away. Then follo:ed a scuffling fight, nelther man 
landing cleanly and a gvod deal of unnecessary stand- 
up wrestling being Indulged tn. 

Once as they swayed over toward Sharkey'’s corner 
Jeffries, with his chin resting on Sharkey’s shoulder, 
passed Joking remarks with O'Rourke. Jeffries then 
began trying to nail the suilor with right uppercuts. 
Once or twice the blows spent themselves in Sharkey’s 
arms, but near the ew! of the round Jeffries sent the 
sailor one which drove him to the ropes. 

Round 24—They ca:1e together in a rush, Sharkey’s 
right flying at the head and Jeffries’ at the body, Both 
blows were smothered, and they clasped each together 
in the middle of the ring. Sharcey made a valiant at- 
tempt to connect with Jeffries’ jaw, but a right-hander 
which he let go was about two inches short of the mark. 
Betore he could straighten up Jeffries cross-countered 
him and nearly closed the sallur’s lett eye. - 

Sharkey overbulanced again in exactly the same 
manner and once more Jeffries caught him that severe 
right counter. The sailor seemed rattied. He was 
bent on using his right alone and bis desire got him into 
trouble. Jeffries caught him time and again on the 
point of the Jaw with the right and Sharkey staggered. 
He ducked and clinched and held on like grim death. 
Jeffries could not push him away and the referee aided 
in the good work. Sharkey was hitting wild, He used 
his right as if he had a club in bis band and bis gloved 
fist nearly struck the floor. He was in a bad way when 
the round ended, 

Round 25—The crowd cheered and the two men 
grinned as they went tothe centre. They exchanged 
the handshake which marks the beginning of the last 
round in all well regulated glove contests. Sharkey 
began rushing. At last he lashed out with left and 
right, but Jeffries warded off the gloves, 

Jeftries was alert aud seemed to be in the betier con- 
dition of the pair at this point. He timed Sharkey 
with terrific right uppercuts, and any other man but 
the sailor would have gone down and out, 

“In the stomach, Jim!" shouted out somebody, and 
Jeffries took the aivice. He ripped left and right into 
Sharkey'’s midriff, but the sailor did not send in re- 
sponse to the assault, In rushed Sharkey, smashing 
with both hands, and Jeffries gave him the kind of a 
fight he wanted, Once in a scuffle following a stagger- 
ing right bander from Jeffries, Sharkey fell to the floor 
on his bhauvches. He arose aid went at his man as it 
nothing had happened. 

Jefiries smashed at him with the left, and Sharkey, 
iu guarding the blow, dragged the glove from Jefiries’ 
left hand, The referee stepped forward to udjust the 
mitten, and Sbarkey, who was all eagerness to con- 
tinue the fight, wade a motion asif to rush Jeffries. 
‘The referee waved him back. 

As svon as the glove was fixed the two big fellows 
began again, Sharkey swung bis left, reaching Jet- 
fries’ shoulder, and Jeffries tried to counter with a left 
swing. Once more the glove fell to the floor. Sharkey 
made another attempt to rush, and Jeffries held up his 
naked hand ina warving manner. Wille the referee 
was engaged in putting back the glove on Jeffries’ band 
a loud clanging of the gong siguailed the end. 

The men went to their corners, and the referee 
pointed in Jeffries’ direction, thus informing the spec- 
tators that Jeffries still retained the championship.

LIMITED-ROUND FIGHTS 


Referee Should be Invested With Authority to Continue the 
Battle Until an Unquestionable Result is Reached.

Fitzsimmons Camps on the Champion's Trail---The Lightweight Question---MeCoy

After the sensational outcome of the fight 
between “Jim” Jeffries and ‘Tom’? Sharkey it will 
probably occur to the giant minds of the people who 
have been foremost in promoting championship battles 
that my old argument against deciding the possession of 
international titles upon the result of a prescribed or 
limited number of rounds bears at least a semblance to 
reason, Jeffries was awarded the decision on points at 
the expiration of twenty-five rounds, but it would be 
G.fficult indeed to find a single unprejudiced spectator 
who wouldn't declare that an injustice had been done 
Sharkey, and thata rational, fair and carefully consid- 
ered decision should have been a draw, 

The story about how Sharkey did most of the figiit- 
ing for twenty rounds is an old one, how Jeffries 
seemed! to gain a new lease of life in the last three 
rounds, and how he walloped the sailor for keeps until 
his glovecome off has all been told in the POLICE 
GAZETTE; but enough has not been told to justify the 
decision reudered by George Siler which has excited 
such a wide diversity of opinion and will probably re- 
sult In future agreements being made which will obviate 
the possibility of any similar occurrence, 

To decide a fight on scientific points, so called, re- 
quires exceptional Judgment, coolness, inental calibre 
and memory ou the part of the referee. It is not cus- 
tomary for him to keepon recor! in tabular form the 
pointsscored by the men engaged in the fight. It 
would be a reflection perhaps upon his faculty for re- 
membering what has occurred were he to jot down in 
memoranda form the points as they are scored. 
Features are only occasional occurrences during the 
fight. Sometimes ove or the other contestant is 
knocked down, again a particularly bard punch on the 
jaw will make @ man stagger, or some similar occur- 
rence will impress itselt upon a referee’s mind, but 
ordinarily each succeeding round 1s a duplicate of its 
predecessor. It is impossible for a referee to “bio- 
graph” twenty-five rounds in his mind and ic is only 
by making a general recapitulation of what has oc- 
curred Is he able to arrive at a conclusion which en- 
ables him to decide the fight. In a fight of limited 
duration credit must be given a boxer for what he does 
in the earlier rounds irrespective of his condition at 
the end of the fight. His aggressiveness must be taken 
into consideration also, whether he does the leading or 
simply blocks and counters—the man who does the 
leading is favored from a point of scientific judgment, 
for he leaves himself open and unguarded and at the 
mercy of acounter fighter. If Siler aad taken this 
point into consideration he must have seen what was 
apparentto every other man in the arena, that Shar- 
key forced the battle from the beginning, that he led 
five times to his opponent’s once, that he landed the 
most number of punches by a goodly margin and had 
the best of the battle for at least twenty rounds. His 
own exertious weakened him andif Jeffries did have 
the better of the final rounds Sharkey, himself, con- 
tributed more to his own physical disintegration than 
his opponent’s punches possibly could have done, con- 
sidering the few that were delivered. Sharkey was 
strong enough to fight bard at the end, and even when 
the glove episode occurred in the final round he rushed 
in regardless of his opponent’s bare hand to force the 
fighting. In the face of these facts it is difficult to find 
a standpoint from which Referee Siler could justify 
giving his decision to Jeffries. If the respective 
physical conditions of the two men was the main point 
at issue then certainly the fact that Sharkey had done 
the most fighting and thereby weakened himself 
should in some measure have equalized the con- 
ditions at the end and merited some con:ideration for 
the man who had forced the issue throughout. 

Siler in extenuating his action points to Sharkey’s 
condition after the fight, and with great emphasis calls 
attention to his broken rib, injured arm and gashed 
forehead as indicative of the punishment he received 
and the fact that he was beaten. 

When the referee took Jeffries by the hand and pro- 
claimed bim the winner, he did not know that ‘“‘Tom’s” 
rib had been fractured, thathis arm was injured, al- 
though the cut over his eye was apparent, for Jeffries 
had butted him there when he tried to ring bis head 
up inside the sailor's guard. At the end ofthe twenty- 
fifth round Sharkey was not helpless, as Siler tries to 
make itappear. Nobody could tell from his actions 
that he was suffering pain from a fractured rib, the fact 
that it was fractured was a subsequent discovery with 
which Siler had nothing to do. His function ended 
with giving his decision, and the subsequent discovery 
of injuries should not be made the medium for excus- 
ing his mistake. 

Siler, it seems, was carefully observantof the tactics 
employed by Sharkey in the ring and intimates that 
they were foul and not in accordance with ring ethics. 
Then it that Is the case why did be not interpret the 
rules in the strictest sense and enforce obedience to 
their requirements or disqualify the offender. He 
seemingly overlooked the wrestling, rushing tactics 
which Jeffries resorted to. Ahalf a dozen times the 
big Californian took the sailorin his arms and backed 
him at sprinting speed the whole length of the ring 





bringing him up with a thud against the ropes, from 
which he rebounded like a rock from a catapult. 
Every time Jeffries folded Sharkey in his tentacle-like 
embrace he held him as If in a vise, and laid bis great 
weight upon him. He was not cautioned for either of 
these offences, 

To sum it all up, [ am of the opinion that Siler would 
have done precisely the right thing had he called it “a 
draw.”" This would have given Sharkey credit for his 
work at the beginning, and justice to Jeffries tor 
equalizing matters at the end. The margin iu Jeftries’ 
favor, as Siler must have figured it to justify bis ac- 





not having their enthusiasm checked, aud a serious and 
general row will be precipitated.

Wise as the promoters of the big fight were 
they seem to have lost a trick in handling the pictures 
that I am pretty sure will cost them a penny or two 
before they are able to get them exhibited, I don’t 
take any stock in the story atout a second and un- 
authorized wet of pictures being taken at the ringside 
from the spectators seats by menu operating hand 
machines, a burried development of them and a basty 
mission to Washington where they were copyrighted in 
advance of the real ones. A set of alleged pictures of 
two men boxing may have been taken and copyrighted 
but they probably bear us mucl: resemblance to Jeffries 
and Sharkey as some fake pictures of Jeffries and Fits- 
simmons, which were extensively exhibited last sum- 
mer throughout the country. Thesame parties who 
handled them are doubtless the promoters of the new 
project, and if itis true that they have copyrighted a 
set of pictures of the fight Brady and his associates 
will be forced to go iuto court and no end of trouble be- 
fore they can get the protection which they are entitled 
to, 

The most elaborate arrangements were made to get 
a perfect reproduction of the fight at an outlay of 
$15,000. Thedilm is over seven miles long and was 
Operated 105 miuutes, and over 30,000 separate and 
distinct pictures were made.

sufficiently pronounced, according to my judgment, 
to warrant it.

There is only one rational way to prevent 
dissatistactior, and thatis by relleving the referee of 
the responsibility of giving a decision when the margin 
is so small that a mistake is liable to occur, and an in- 
justice, In consequence, done to either one or the other 
ofthe men. Invest the official with the power to order 
additional rounds until a satisfactory and decisive re- 
sult is reached. There is notliing in the Horton law 
which limits the fighters to a prescribed number of 
rounds. For convenience, and obvious purposes, a 
limit may be put upon the number of rounds to be 
fought, leaving it to the discretion of the referee to or- 
der the men to continue for an additional five rounds, 
and five rounds more until it is apparent beyond all 
question that one of the two men engaged is hopelessly 
beaten. ‘Then the function of the referee would be to 
stop the struggle when it became an uneven one, just 
as he 1s empowered to do now. An unquestionable de- 
cision would then have been reached, aud much of the 
dissatisfaction emanating from questionable decisions 
would be avoided, 

Some change is certainly necessary, for the dissatis- 
faction felt by spectators when the decisions rendered 
have been of a questionable character has begun to be 
manifested in unseemly demonstrations of disapproval. 
On severa) occasions the referees have been subjected 
to violence and personal ussault. It will not be long 
before the hoodlum element, which is always in evi- 
dence at boxing shows, will become emboldened by

Another Concern Claims to Have Photographed 
the Jeffries-Sharkey Fight.

“The biograph company, which made such careful 
and elaborate preparation to take moving pictures to 
the Jeffries-Sharkey prize fight,is likely to find its 
plans balked to~<day and al! lita costly work worthless, 

“Another moving plioture concern, by a remarkable 
and secretly carried out plan, obtained views of the 
battle, it declares, and the report is that this company, 
having copyrighted its pictures, will ask to-day for an 
Injunction against the biograpl people. 

“William A. Brady says that he was approached last 
night by a man who offered to exhibit at bis theatres 
moving views of the fight not taken by the biograph 
company. He declined to take up the scheme. 

“Maurice Kraus, nanager of an east side theatre, de- 
Clares thathe was approached by ‘‘Joe’’ Howard, of 
the Howard & Emerson vaudeville troupe, as agent for 
the non-biograph pictures with a proposal to show 
them at thattheatre, Kraus saw the fight and has 
looked atseveral feet of film of these pictures. He 
declares they are genuine. 

“The Edjison moving picture machines are said to 
have been used for making the films The plan by 
which, it is said, they were taken into the Coney Island 
club house and operated during the fight scores a re- 
markabie scientific achievement, 

“Tt Is said that Howard and six confederates took the 
pictures. According to the story each man smuggled 
into the bulidiug a machine strapped about his waist 
and concealed by his wearing a mackintosh witha 
white Cape, 

**The operators had $15 seats on the mezzanine floor, 
where they had good views of the roped arena, They 
worked their machines with hand cranka. Each man 
worea bright new Fedora hat. Operator No. 1 took 
round No, 1, and when it was over raised his hatasa 
signal to operator No. 2 that he bad got it ‘O. K.’ 
Then No, 2 took up the work. 

“So each round was caught, the operator at work 
throwing up bis bat Ifanything went wrong and it was 
necessary for the next man to begin work in the mid- 
dle of a round, 

‘In this way the fight was caught on thousands of 
feet of film, When the battle was over, says the story, 
the machines and films were rushed across the street 
to the Albermarle Hotel, where they were developed 


] in abarry and a set of the pictures was rushed off to 


Washington aid copyrighted. 

“It will be several days béfore the biograph com- 
pany’s pictures are developed. In the meantime its 
opponents are trying to make contracts for exhibitions, 


and the report says they will startan agent to Rugiand 
and Europe this week.”

FAST FIG G AROUND GOTHAI. 
Oscar Gardner Beaten and ‘‘lysterious’’ Smith 
Wins Prom McKeever. 

Some lively fighting was done in and around the 
Metropolis during the past week. The excitement be- 
gan on Nov. 4, at the Greenwood Club of Greater New 
York, when “Spike” Sullivan put it all over “Joe” 
Youngs of Syracuse for twenty rounds and finally 
knocked him out just as the gong sounded to end the 
final round. 

On the same night, at the Pelican Club of Brooklyn, 
“Orocky” Boyle of Philadelphia won a decision over 
“Kid” Goulette,ot Rochester, after twenty rounds ot 
hard fighting. The latter had fought “Tommy” 
Moran the night previous at Coney Isiand and was in 
no condition to meet Boyle, which probably excuses 
his defeat, 

On Monday night following, Oscar Gardner, the 
“Omaba Kid,” and “Marty” McCue, of New York, 
fought tweuty-five rounds at the Hercules Olub of 
Greater New York, and the decision was given to Mo- 
Cue, 

The boys were to meet at 126 pounds, but McCue 
was « pound and a half overweight. Coupled with this 
advantage, McCue had at least four inches the better 
of the “Kid” in reach, and he towered over his sturdy 
little opponent in height. 

There was no questioning the decision, as the Gotham 
man outpointed the “Kid” two to one. 

The event of the week, however, was a t(wenty-round 
battle between “Mysterious Billy” Smith aud “Char- 
ley” McKeever, of Philadelphia, which took place at 
the Broadway Athletic Club on Nov. 8. 

The fight was the fastest seen in this vicinity fora 
long time. McKeever, who has a particularly clever 
left band, cut out the pace and seemed to gain a lead 
on points as the fight progressed, while Smith seemed 
to be along way off from his customary fighting, In 
the fifteenth Smith out “Muc’s’” eye, and the sight of 
blood seemed togive him fresh strength. He went at 
him with right and left, almost putting him out as the 
bell rang. 

There was more fast work in the next round, and 
“Billy” cut McKeever’s other eye. “Mac” stayed away 
cleverly and stood “Billy” off with long arm punches 
and jabs. In the seventeenth McKeever retrieved 
some of his lost ground and with a left fair on the jaw 
seut “Billy” reeling back.
